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The  gladiolus  truly  becomes  a  plaything  of  the  Gods  when  it  is-  • 
grown  from  seed.  There  is  no  flower  that  will  give  as  wide  a  varia¬ 
tion  of  new  colors,  new  markings,  new  forms  and  types  in  its  seed¬ 
lings  as  the  gladiolus.  Bulbs  and  bulblets  will  reproduce  true  to  the 
variety,  but  seed  will  not,  and  therein  lies  the  charm  and  fascination 
of  growing  the  gladiolus  from  seed.  The  seed  is  as  easily  grown  as 
that  of  any  other  flower,  producing  bulblets  and  many  good  sized 
bulbs  the  first  year,  most  of  which  will  bloom  the  second  year. 

Up  to  very  recent  years,  this  has  been  the  exclusive  work  of 
gladiolus  breeders  and  specialists,  but  since  the  culture  of  the  gladio¬ 
lus  has  become  so  universal,  there  has  been  an  ever  increasing 
demand  for  seed,  and  particularly  so  from  gladiolus  enthusiasts, 
flower  lovers  and  gardeners  who  do  not  have  the  time  and  stock  to 
raise  their  own  seed,  consequently  gladiolus  seed  has  been  offered 
in  greater  volume,  but  strange  to  say,  the  sale  of  it  seems  to  be 
taking  about  the  same  course  that  the  sale  of  bulbs  did  in  the  be¬ 
ginning  when  they  were  offered  in  mixtures  only. 

Gladiolus  seed  is  divided  into  two  distinct  different  classes. 
Hand  Pollinated  and  Self  Pollinated.  Hand  pollinated  gladiolus  seed, 
means  seed  that  is  obtained  by  crossing  two  different  varieties,  one 
being  the  pollen  parent  and  the  other  the  seed  bearing  parent.  The 
seed  thus  obtained  is  hand  pollinated  seed  and  should  produce  seed¬ 
lings  superior  to  the  varieties  from  which  it  is  obtained.  The  process 
is  forward,  to  create  new  colors,  forms  and  types,  to  unite  the  char¬ 
acteristics  of  two  different  varieties,  to  eliminate  or  to  accentuate 
certain  characteristics  of  one  or  the  other  parent.  Knowing  the 
names  of  the  two  varieties,  and  which  one  was  the  pollen  parent, 
it  being  dominant,  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  determine  the  value  and 
the  possible  results  of  such  a  cross.  The  seedlings  may  not  be 
perfect,  but  with  a  knowledge  of  the  parent  names  it  becomes  possible 
to  make  further  crosses  to  produce  the  perfect  flower.  Hand  pollin¬ 
ated  gladiolus  seed  without  the  parent  names,  becomes  meaningless 
and  worthless  for  any  practical  purposes,  and  it  is  difficult  to  under¬ 
stand  why  any  hand  pollinated  gladiolus  seed,  if  it  is  from  fine 
crosses,  should  ever  be  offered  in  mixtures. 

We  would  just  as  soon  grow  the  less  expensive  Self  Pollinated 
Gladiolus  Seed,  as  hand  pollinated  seed  without  the  parent  names, 
because  in  either  case  there  can  be  no  indication  whatever  of  what 
the  seedlings  are  likely  to  be.  With  self  pollinated  gladiolus  seed 
the  movement  is  recessive.  This  is  perhaps  more  noticeable  in  the 
Primulinus  than  in  the  large  flowering  types.  The  Primulinus  is  of 
comparatively  recent  discovery,  and  in  its  hybrid  specimens,  where 
the  hooded  characteristic  has  been  bred  away,  the  self  pollinated 
seedlings  and  its  seedlings  in  turn  will  show  a  return  of  the  strong 
hooded  characteristic  of  the  species,  but  with  the  large  flowering 
types  this  backward  movement  is  not  so  noticeable,  because  there 


has  heen  so  much  cross  'breeding  in  the  interval  of  the  original 
crossing  of  two  distinct  species,  its  true  hybrids,  secondary  hybrids 
and  the  highly  developed  large  flowering  types  of  today.  In  fact  it 
is  often  very  desirable  and  profitable  to  grow  self  pollinated  seed  of 
some  of  the  newer  outstanding  varieties,  the  reversion  may  show 
up  some  fine  characteristics  the  breeder  did  not  have  in  mind  at  all 
when  making  the  cross.  Many  of  the  well  known  standard  varieties 
were  obtained  from  self  pollinated  seed.  There  is,  however,  this 
difference  in  growing  the  seed,  self  pollinated  seed  must  be  grown 
in  greater  quantities  than  hand  pollinated  seed  for  good  results. 

A  great  many  of  the  crosses  we  are  offering  this  year,  are  the 
results  of  requests  and  orders  we  have  received  for  such  crosses. 
If  you  have  any  crosses  in  mind,  that  you  think  should  give  the  re¬ 
sults  you  desire,  send  us  the  names  of  the  varieties  you  wish  crossed 
and  we  will  make  the  crosses  both  ways,  if  possible.  There  is  posi¬ 
tively  no  obligation  or  expense  for  this.  If  we  get  seed  from  such 
a  cross,  we  will  communicate  with  you,  and  you  can  then  buy  the 
seed  or  leave  it  alone,  just  as  you  wish.  If  we  do  not  sell  the  seed, 
we  will  grow  it.  You  may  also  order  self  pollinated  seed  of  any 
named  variety  under  these  same  conditions.  All  requests  or  orders 
for  this,  must  be  in  and  on  file  with  us  by  April  first  to  enable  us  to 
plant  our  stock  accordingly. 

If  you  are  after  outstanding  fine  new  specimens,  to  be  propagated 
and  named  and  introduced  into  the  Glad  world,  then  grow  the  seed 
of  crosses,  hand  pollinated  seed  with  the  names  of  the  parent  varieties 
given.  If  you  feel  more  like  experimenting,  and  it  is  less  expensive, 
then  grow  self  pollinated  seed  of  named  varieties  with  the  parent 
names  given,  both  of  these  methods  provide  an  intelligent  basis  for 
further  development  and  a  pedigree  for  any  outstanding  seedlings. 
If  you  feel  like  gambling  and  want  surprises  good  and  bad,  thrills  and 
disappointments,  then  grow  the  self  pollinated  mixtures,  and  in 
quantity.  Our  prediction  is,  once  you  have  enjoyed  this  fascinating 
and  delightful  gardening  experience,  you  will  never  again  be  without 
a  plot  of  gladiolus  seedlings  in  your  garden. 

While  we  offer  no  warranty  expressed  or  implied  for  our  seed 
(as  is  the  usual  custom  of  the  nursery  and  seed  trade),  we  are 
nevertheless  anxious  that  every  purchaser  of  our  seed  shall  receive 
entire  satisfaction,  and  to  that  end  we  earnestly  request  a  full  report 
as  to  germination,  bulblets  and  bulbs  and  blooms  obtained.

Hand  pollinated  gladiolus  seed,  except  in  mixtures  is  of  necessity 
expensive.  The  making  of  true  crosses  is  exacting  work,  certain 
processes  have  to  be  performed  at  certain  periods,  weather  conditions 
have  to  be  just  right,  only  two  to  four  blossoms  are  employed  on  a 
spike  for  a  cross.  To  emasculate  and  to  pollinate  the  flower,  each 
blossom  has  to  be  visited  a  number  of  times  and  the  same  in  gather¬ 
ing  the  seed.  These  facts  and  the  cost  of  the  varieties  crossed  and 
the  possible  results  of  such  crosses  are  the  factors  that  determine 
the  cost  of  the  seed.
